S100,000 per mile and no relief from the
grinding tolls could be hoped for. On
the contrary, tolls would not only be
levied to meet fixed charges to pay in-
terest on the blanket mortgage and
sinking fund to pay off the prineipal,
but the stock, which is now selling at 9
ecents on the dollar, wonld be boomed by

Such o settlement would be but a very
slight improvement on the Reilly re-
funding scheme, It certainly would not
be as desirable for the people of the
transmissourlt region as would be the
foreclosure under first mortgage and the
eapitalization of the ronds upon an ae-
fual value basls,  Souch o settlement
would afford the most effective guar-
nnty of relief from excessive rates nnd
a repetition of the collapse that culi-
nnted in bankruptey..

1t is seldom claimed that experts sell
their testimony, but they demand pay-
ment for their time amd advice just as
they wonld in private consaltation. The
best export testimony is therefore the
most costly, and it iz to be had only by
litigants who are weaplthy enough to
secure It at the market price. On the
other hand, if the busiest physician and
the most renowned chemist woepre to be
compelled to give their opinions in court
for the usnal witness fee. whenever de-
manded by the parties, they wonld
have little time for anything else. Two
remedies have heen suggested, first, the
abolitlon of expert testimony altogether,
and, second, the ereation of a board of
experts appointed by the court and pald
for out of the publie funds, The former
would be herole action, The latter in-
volves many  ditticulties of detall that
have not been completely worked out,
If the conrt, in the case referred to,
should declde that expert witnesses ean
be compelled to testify under existing
statute withont extra compensation, the
adoption of some legislative remedy for
the threatened abuse of the system will
be literally foreed upon us,

PROTECTION OF FOREST BRESERVES.
CThere appears to be very little prob-
ability of anything being done by this
congress for the adequate protection of
the 17,000,000 neres of land set aside
by the government as forest reserves.
The secretary of the interior is charged
with the duaty of protecting these re-
serves, but be hins no way or means to
carry the lnw into effect. He has asked
congress for the required  legislation,
ecmbodying o a B what he deemed to
be necessary.  The house passed a
mweasire and sent it to the sennte,  The
committee on publie Iands of the latter
body has reported an entirely different
bill, deawn by Senator Teller, as o sub-
stitute for the one passed by the honse,
Thig substitute provides that no forest
veservations shall be established except
to lmprove and protect the forest within
the rveservation, or for the purpose of
securing favorable conditions of water
flow and to secure o continuous supply
of timber for the people of the states
whereln such forest reservations are lo-
oited; but it is not the purpose of the
net to suthorize the inclusion within
the reservations of lands more valuable
for the timber thereon or for agrleul-
turul purposes than for thmber. It an-
thorizes the secretary of the interior to
mnke regulntions for the protection of
the forests from fire and  depredation
and thelr ocenpaney and  use  nnder
such rules ns will insure the objects for
which they were ereaded, It is appre-
hended that the presentation of 4 new
measure ot this Inte day in the session
weans that nothing will he done.

A report made to the sennte showed
that in eleven years' thine over $54,000,-
000 worth of timber was stolen from
“these reservations, while it is estimated
that & much larger amount in value of
timber has been destroyoed by forest
fires, the result largely of wanion cpre-
lessness and which might be to o large
extent prevented by proper regulations
that could be enforeed, BEverybody who
has taken any Interest in this matter ad-
mits that there should be such regula-
tlons, but owing to the conflicting
views and Interests the efforts to getl
provision for them which have been
mitde i congress for years have falled.
Of course, those who profit by the exist-
ing condition of affairs, the despollers of
the forests, do not want any change In
the direction of stricter regulations, and
It would seem that they are not without
influence, but perbaps the chilef obstacle
to the requived legislation is the desive
of the representatives of the states
wherein the forest reserviations are lo-
epted to bave the regulations lberal
cuough to suit thelr constituents who
want to cut timber from the publie
ands.  This matter has been 80 long
disenssed in congress with such unsatis.

factory results as to almost discourage
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the hope that legislatlon for the ade-
quate protectien of the forest reserves
will ever v #fcured, but every year's
record of timbog destruction adds to the
force of the demand for better and
more stringent measures of protection,
Europenn exporience and practice have
demonstratsd thnt by proper regulations
forests ean T preserved and inereased
In value, nnd there can be no doubt this
country could profitably follow the nld
world exnmple,
